Now York, April 10. — Tilirt.v-tlireo thoroughbreds 
belonging to the estate of the late Herman It. 
Duryea arrived here today on the Mongolian from 
laiiidon. The widow of the noted American horse- 
man and a number of friends were among the first 
at tlie Atlantic transport dock when the ship ar- 
rived. The horses came in cliarge of Peter Flem- 
ing, who went over to France two months ago and 
accompanied them to England, from whence they 
were shipped ten days ago. 

In the consignment are thirteen two-year-olds, 
seventeen yearlings and throe three-year-olds. Crim- 
per raced in England and showed promising form as 
a two-year-old. They have been in training this 
spring. The majority of the new arrivals are by 
Irish laid and Sweeper II. is the next sire in point 
of numbers. El Dinero. one of the three-year- 
olds, is by Uncle — llerodia. Crimper started four 
times in England. The youngsters shipiied in splen- 
did condition. They will is- taken to the Ilaggin 
stable at Sheeps head Itay and sold at auction May

M. Mountain leading by adding six winning 
mounts to liis score, while J. MoTaggart did almost 
as well with five. E. Ambrose followed with four 
and then came Schamerhnrn, Sehuttinger and Obert 
with throe each. It seems a bit odd to find Rut- 
well nt the liottoiii of the list of thirty most suc- 
cessful riders to date, but there lie is. However, 
he is u capable rider and should soon be making 
his way towards the top of the list, where he be- 
longs. Not riding at present, the five leaders of 
the Inst few weeks remained umlisturlied in their 
places. The standing of the thirty is now as fol- 
lows: 



On account of the exceptionally late spring, I am 
by no means overstating the case when I say that 
Kentucky- trained horses will be at a distinct dis- 
advantage during the first few weeks of the now 
rapidly approaching racing season. However, what 
is one man’s loss is another’s gain and horses which 
have hud the advantage of a southern preparation, 
should have, this time, all the best of it. 

List autumn that enterprising and liberal buyer. 
Mr. Macomber, jiurcliased in England a number of 
the liest of Mr. J. R. Joel’s youngsters. Mr. Joel 
has met with far morn than average suecess, both 
as a breeder and a turfman, and would never have 
entertained even the thought of disposing of so 
many of his royally-bred youngsters bad it not been 
for the unsettled state of racing affairs which now 
unhappily exists abroad. As it was, the outlay was 
no inconsiderable one, and it would indeed be a 
fitting reward should Mr. Macomber meet with big 
success at the first time of asking. 

Mr. Macomber lias entered three of liis imported 
colts in the Kentucky Derby and, 1 suppose, the 
two that racing men and breeders are most inter- 
ested in are Star llawk and Hesperus. 

Under the watchful eye of trainer Walter Jen- 
nings, the Macomber stable has been wintering in 
the genial climate of the Carolines and, judging 
from tiie appearance of some of the recently ar- 
rived Charlestonians, the southern climate appar- 
ently agrees with imported horses and, if the con- 
dition of I’hil T. Chinn’s horses lie any guide, the 
Macomber horses must lie well advanced in tlieir 
preparation. Weather conditions down south seem 
tietter suited to the requirements of English-bred 
bloodstock than an 1 those which prevail in this 
latitude and, if the Macomber horses have safely 



come through the acclimatization process and are 
once more tlieir normal selves, nothing would sur- 
prise me less than to witness Mr. Maeomlier lead- 
ing in a Derby winner at the outset of his turf 
career. 

Star Hawk, a bay, one of the first of the Sun- 
stars, is no stranger to racing and won two good 
races at Newmarket last year and was placed in 
two others besides. In the Free Handicap (official) 
Star Hawk’s weight allotment was 115 pounds, or 
only eleven pounds less than the top weight, Fi- 
finclla. Star Hawk is placed eighth on the list, 
on the same mark as Argos, winner of the famous 
Middle Park Plate, anil just ahead of Atheling, 
winner of the seven-eighths Dewhurst Plate. This 
goes to show that in England a pretty high esti- 
mate had lieen formed of Star Hawk’s ability as a 
race horse and, should lie show anything like tlie 
improvement made by liis sire from two to three, 
tlie best of onr home guard will have all tlieir work 
cut out to lieat him. 

Sunstar, Star Hawk’s sire, was a good but not 
a groat two-year-old. However, tlie following 
year, after liis stylish victory in tlie Guineas, 
Sunstar liecame a pronounced favorite for the 
Derby, bis Newmarket outing having convinced 
almost every one that Mr. Joel’s horse — bar ac- 
cidents — was certain to win the Derby, and win 
the lierby lie did, on three legs at that, breaking 
down as they neared the winning jiost. beating 
such a grand race horse as Stedfast, which after- 
wards won twelve races right off the reel. I have 
myself seen Stedfast race and well know that Sun- 
star must have been something quite out of the 
common to win from such company after liis leg 
iiad given way. Here is Star Hawk’s pedigree:

Sunstar. Star Hawk’s sire, is bred Eclipse to 
Herod. Snndridge. sire of Sunstar. was a famous 
sprinter and is bred all Eclipse. Sunilridge never 
got anything half so good as Sunstar, either liefore 
or since, and I should much like to know if he 
has been afforded another chance with mares of 
Herod descent. Sunstar is of Blackloek descent. 
Not, however, through the customary Galopin chan- 
nel. but by way of Ampliion, Rosebery and Specu- 
lum to Vedette, and in the female line Sunstar traces 
to Diversion by Defence, one of tlie mainstays of 
the No. 5 family. Diversion foaled three famous 
daughters — Crosslanes by Slane, ancestress of Sun- 
star: Miami b.v Venison, ancestress of Ard Patrick, 
Galtee More. Marie Stuart and White Eagle, and 
Madame Eglentine, b.v (’owl, dam of Kosicracian 
and The Palmer, and ancestress of Morion and 
Winkfield and the Frenchmen Finasseur (Grand 
I’rix), Nimbus and Nuage. 

Venison and Cowl were both Ilerods and the suc- 
cess of their daughters immediate. Slane, how- 
ever, was of Eclipse descent and, though this 
branch of the Diversion family has been productive 
of any number of good winners, Gunfire, Trigger 
and Rock Flint among the number, tlie crowning 
success did not come until tlie Herod blood was 
introduced by Loved One, sire of Sunstar’s dam, 
Doris. Petrarch, Cainerino and Vedette, which fol- 
low in order, are all of Eclipse descent. Loved 
One, himself, was by no means in the first flight 
as a race horse, though he won tlie Wokingham 
Stakes at Ascot and was never highly regarded as 
a sire. It is solely due to Loved One’s Herod 
descent that Snndridge scored such a big success 
when mated with liis daughter Doris. Resides his 
tail-male descent. Loved One introduces an addi- 
tional llerod cross by way of bis grandam, Lady 
Audley by Macaroni. Lilly Audle.v’s dam. Secret, 
was b.v tlie Matchem horse Melbourne and Lilly 
Audle.v’s daughter. Pilgrimage (Loved One’s dam), 
won liotli tlie Thousands anil became also the dam 
of Pellegrino, the 100 to 1 shot Derby winner, 
Jeddah, and the Oak’s winner, Canterbury Pilgrim. 

Star Hawk's dam. Sweet Finch, is a sister, 
b.v Goldfinch, to the Idle Hour premier Canard, 
Goldfinch was one of tlie first of the get of Or- 
monde and was half brother to the tripple crown 
winner Common and to the St. Leger winner 
Throstle, and got tlie One Thousand Guineas win- 
ner Chelundry. Chelandry liecame the dam of Tra- 
quair, which sired a lot of speed in Australia, and 
Chelandry is also grandam of the recently imported 
Wrack. 

Thistle, dam of Goldfinch, was by Scottish Chief 
out of Nettle by Sweetmeat. Lily Agnes, Ormonde’s 
dam. was by Macaroni, son of Sweetmeat a most 
admirable return for the Macaroni found in the 
dam of Loved One. Only a few days ago a casual 
breeder asked me. What about this horse Maca- 
roni, his name seems to figure iu the pedigree of 
so many good horses V Yes he does, I told my 
friend. Macaroni, a double Herod, is tlie prince of 
all broodmare sires ami any pedigree showing a 
return of tlie Macaroni strain, or Thormanby 
either for that matter, is well worth while. 

Lucania, dam of Sweet Finch and Cunard, is a 
daughter of tlie New Zealander Sir Modred. Again 
and again have I called attention to the value of 
this Sir Modred cross. Watreboy, Waterblossoni. 
Raise, all have it, and this Ilerod blood is backed up 
by the Uervd of Pat Malloy, sou of Lexlngtou, and 
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that of Lute his daughter. Indeed this is a fine 
racing pedigree and many a good winner is de- 
scended from (his Lulu Horton branch of tlie old 
time No. 6 family. However, as past history 
bears eloquent witness, horses whose pedigrees 
are contaminated witli native or obscure strains 
•lo not succeed as sires and though Star Hawk’s 
|K*digree is right enough for racing purposes, clean 
bred ones must be preferred for use as sires. 

Hesperus, on tlie other hand, exhibits a pedigree 
of exceeding merit and Mr. Macomber was well 
advised when lie purchased the son of Sunstar and 
Our Lissie. Hesperus is just the sort of horse 
I have lieen hoping to see brought across for some 
time past. There is no doulit about it. Hesperus 
is a decided acquisition ami liis value for the stud 
cannot well la* overestimated. Hesperus, I am 
informed on the liest of authority, is an except- 
ionally good looking liorst*. quite outshining liis 
stable mate Star Hawk iu this particular and only 
bad luck prevented him from earning brackets on 
tin* English turf last year. Tlie colt was troubled 
with splints, not necessarily a serious ailment, 
ami one that usually responds readily to treat- 
ment and, for all anyone knows to the contrary, 
Hesperus. as liis breeding suggests, may yet prove 
liis superiority on tlie race course. 

Son of a Derby winner, out of an Oaks winner, 
surely this is good enough to start with. In writ- 
ing of Star Hawk I liavo pretty thoroughly gone 
over the ground for Sunstar, but omitted to men- 
tion tlie fact that lie lias no Galopin in liis make- 
up and is therefore an obvious mate for uiares of 
Galopin descent, or mares carrying the Galopin 
strain close up in tlieir pedigrees and of this 
strain Hesperus has two crosses. 

Our Lassie is a half-sister to that good horse 
Your Majesty, sire of the Latonia lierby winner. 
Royal II., and of Princess Dorrie, winner of the 
Oaks in liis first season at the stud. Our I-assie 
is by Ayrshire, which is famous for the racing 
qualities of liis fiiles and tlie excellence of his 
daughters as producers. Resides Our Lissie, Ayr- 
shire got Airs and Graces (Oaks), dam of Jardy, 
Glare, darn of Flair, Gas, dam of Cicero, etc. Ayr- 
shire was by Hampton — Atalanta, by Galopin from 
Ferouia. St. Serf’s dam, by Thormanby. 

Yours, dam of Our Lissie, was by another Derby 
winner and great broodmare sire, Melton. Violet, 
grandam of Melton, was a sister to Feronia, grand 
dam of Ayrshire, both of which trace to Beeswing, 
dam of Newminster. Melton’s sire. Master Kildare, 
was by Lord Ronald out of Silk by Plum Pudding, 
son of Sweetmeat. Yours was out of Your Grace, 
by Gulliard, son of Galopin and Mavis by Maca- 
roni, and then comes Grand Duchess, by Lozenge, 
son of Sweetmeat, giving us three crosses of this 
Sweetmeat blood by way of Macaroni, Plum Pud- 
ding and Lozenge, to return to tlie Macaroni in 
Sunstar. All this Herod blood is well backed up by 
a double, infusion of Tliormauby, re-enforced by 
two crosses of Galopin and, as Galopin’s dam was 
Flying Duchess, b.v Flying Dutchman, Hesperus is 
supplied in abundance with the best strains of 
Herod blood to be bad. I consider tlie pedigree of 
Hesperus as one of tlie most attractive 1 have 
analyzed for a long time. 

Hesperus is u member of the outside family No. 
22, St. Frusquin’s family, but no one pays any at-

The best contested race of tlie day was when 
Hasty Cora defeated Alvord, after a hard iPive, 
anil Luther accounted for tlie sixth. Troxler hail 
tlie mount on both those winners. 

Samuel Spencer was an arrival this afternoon, 
coming over from Havre de Grace. He reports 
that the pari-mutuel plan has been completed. 
Booths for twenty -seven sellers and thirty cashiers 
have lieen constructed and are patterned after the 
Laurel establishment. 

Among other arrivals today were R. E. Watkins 
from Hot Springs and C. R. Fleischmann from 
New York.

McPherson on private terms this afternoon. She 
will lie campaigned over the half-mile tracks 
iu Canada. 

Luther, winner of the sixth race, was bid up to 
$000, an advance of $300, by Sam Louis. He was 
protected. 

William Shields, Richard F. Carman, M. Daly and 
William and Lewis Garth will transfer their horses 
from Penning to Havre de Grace Wednesday. 

W. I*. Burch will ship direct from Benning to 
Pimlico. In liis string lie has the most promis- 
ing two -year- old that lias been galloped at 
Benning in Ultimatum, a son of Ultimus — Speedmass 
that will race under the silks of Samuel Ross, the 
Washington sportsman. This youngster is well ad- 
vanced and is credited with three-eighths in 35 
over the old course of the Washington Jockey Club. 

There will be a sale of horses in training in the 
Bowie paddock Thursday. It. O. Egan will dispose 
of Water Lily, Ada Anne and King Worth, while 
Archie Zimmer will offer Ancon, Bob Redfield. 
Richard Langdon and Cat o’ Nine Tails. Steve 
Judge said today that after the sale of the Egan 
horses he would return to California to take up 
other horses there. He has a half-brother to King 
Worth, by Von Tromp. Hearsay, a sister to tlie 
same fast sprinter now four-year-olds ami a brother 
to Ada Anne. 

Colonel James, Louisiana sportsman, was operated 
on for apfiendicitis in the University Hospital in 
Baltimore last night. 

Phil McGinnis lias not heard anything of the re- 
port that he may be engaged to do the starting at 
Dorval. 

Matt Brady will move over to Havre de Grace 
Friday from Benning with the Joseph E. Davis 
string. He has the three -year-olds Byrn Chant, 
The Decision and Alledo and tlie older horses are 
Vifir, winner of the Harbor Hill Cup last fall, 
Senegambian and Wiiite Metal. Senegambian has 
been ailing for some time with a bad leg and it is 
doubtful if lie ean be brought to the races, if in- 
deed lie can be saved at all.

BLUE BONNETS’ NEW GRAND STAND. 

Montreal. Que., April 10. — Work is well advanced 
on the erection of the new grandstand at Blue Bon- 
nets to replace the structure destroyed by fire last 
summer. The new stand will be quite different from 
the old. There will be no seats on the roof, from 
which formerly many spectators viewed the steeple- 
chases, but the new stand will be deeper and will 
have a seating capacity double that of the former 
one. It will be of about the same length, but is 
built farther forward on the lawn to tlie inside edge 
of tlie concrete walk anil extends further back. 



IMPROVEMENTS PLANNED FOR BOWIE. 

Baltimore, Md., April 10. — Now that the legisla- 
ture lias adjourned and racing is safe for at least 
two years more, tlie Bowie management is going 
ahead with its plans for improvements. Manager 
O’Hara today showed blue prints for an addition 
to the grandstand and said that a clubhouse would 
be built next fall. 

The Pennsylvania railroad has looked over the 
ground, preparatory to putting in a spur which will 
land passengers directly at the grandstand. It 
will cost $45,000 to put in this spur and the rail- 
road is ready to go ahead.

BELMONT PARK TERMINAL IMPROVEMENTS. 

Now York. April 10. — Work has l>een started at 
Belmont Park Terminal in preparation for the an- 
nual spring meeting of the United Hunts Racing 
Association. May 13 and 17. In addition to fresh- 
ening up the entire plant, a number of improve- 
ments are to be made. 

New brush fences are to lx* built on .the steeple- 
chase course and the turf placed in the best pos- 
sible condition. The steeplechase course at Belmont 
Park Terminal lias long been considered the stif- 
fest in this country. The brush fences range from 
three feet six inches to four feet six inches in 
height, tlie former being the height of the water 
jump, which lias a twelve- foot water hole beyond. 
The timber course, where the hunter races are run, 
is being rebuilt, also for the purpose of making 
this the stillest of its kind on tiiis side of the At- 
lantic. There will be twelve jumps to eaeli mile, 
four being four feet fonr indies, and eight being 
four feet two inches high, sonic being post and 
rails and others board fences. 

Twenty-four additional boxes are to lie built in 
front of the big grandstand, and the stand and 
paddock, ns well as all other buildings and fences 
on the grounds, are to be repainted in green and 
white, the association colors. This will brighten up 
the entire property, and furnish an ideal setting 
for the brilliant colors on race days. 

In addition to the ample stable accommodations 
available at nearby Belmont Park, extra room is 
being arranged in the stable of the Turf and Field 
Club, which adjoins the terminal. Extra facilities 
for the parking of automobiles are lieing provided, 
and for those spectators who do not motor down— 
and they are in the majority — special train service 
is promised, with a running time of thirty- five 
minutes from Pennsylvania Terminal to Belmont 
Park Terminal.

Springs.

Association, was at tin* track this morning with 
John E. Madden. 

The three -year -old brown gelding Sepoy, which 
won two races at Havana last winter for T. J. 
Carroll, died at the Kentucky Association track 
today. 



HORSES DOING WELL AT LOUISVILLE. 

Colonel Vennie Fully Recovered — Notes of Owners 
and Their Many Charges in Training. 

Louisville. Ky.. April 10. — With the running of 
tlie Kentucky Derby, now but four weeks off from 
the coming Saturday, before this week is concluded 
there will probably be some good trials recorded 
by the many candidates which are now in training 
at the two local tracks. While the weather here has 
been most disagreeable for several days past, it is 
not thought that it has to any great extent set 
back any of tlie various Derby candidates. 

The two three-year-olds. Colonel Vennie in Jeffer- 
son Livingston's stable, and Heir Apparent in A1 
Rodger’s string, which were a bit under the weather 
on account of light sickness back a week ago, 
are now taking their regular training once more 
and ixitli are looking good and doing well. Heir 
Apparent is a fine specimen of a tliree-year-old 
and looks like lie will go a long route of ground 
in good style when thoroughly fit. He is a son 
of Blues and resembles his sin* in bodily con- 
formation, lias a clean way of going with indica- 
tions that he will race well on any kind of a track. 

Heir Apparent’s owner is known in the west as 
tlie "Potato King’’ and, it is safe to say, that if 
this colt and a pair of two-year-olds lie now lias 
in training at the Downs, fulfill expectations this 
season and put liiin prominently up in the list of 
winning owners, lie will, sooner or later, greatly 
increase his holding in thoroughbred stock, as he is 
a lover of good horses and lias an abundance of 
wealth to indulge Ills fancy in this line. 

There are a number of turf followers wlio are 
pleased to know that Colonel Vennie is now training 
well again. This high-bred English colt is well 
liked for the Derby by many good judges owing to 
his victory last fall In tlie Walden Stakes at Pim- 
lico. Md.. which event was at a mile and in which 
lie carried 122 pounds, which is five pounds more 
than lie will be asked to carry in tlie Derby. In 
that stake he defeated Foxhall Keene’s noted filly 
Puss in Boots, which is regarded by her owner so 
highly that he has sent her across the ocean to 
fill her engagement in the New Oaks. A two- 
year-old that can win at a mile at that age must 
always be given respect in tlie Derby. This is a 
feat that Donerail performed when he was of the 
same age, and then lie came on the following spring 
and defeated Ten Point in the big race at the 
Downs. The fact that Ten Point had won this 
same stake in 1912 had much to do with making 
Dim favorite for the Kentucky Derby of his year. 
It may be well enough to note that rightfully 
Colonel Vennie is now entitled to a big prestige 
among Derby candidates, as in liis win of the 
Walden Stakes he carried ten pounds more than Ten 
Point had up when the latter won this same race. 

Jockey J. Callahan has arrived here and is now 
with tlie stable of trainer W. Martin at Douglas 
Park, the horses of which he will pilot this year. 
Callahan came from his home in Marylnnd, where 
he lias recently been making some expensive im- 
provements to his property there. He sold out his 
interest in tlie business he had in El Paso last win- 
ter and from now on this year will devote his en- 
tire attention to his profession. He is one of the 
old timers now riding that still has skill as a 
jockey, he having scored a credit of 51 wins in the 
288 mounts he had last year, his percentage of 
winning mounts being ahead of many of the other 
ixipular riders of horses of today. 

Louis Taulx*r is well pleased witli tlie condition 
if his good selling plater Chartier. which bids fair 
to be as good this year as ever before in his racing 
career. lie looks unusually strong and lusty and 
apparently his winter rest done him a world of 
good. He was turned out all winter at starter 
Harry Morrissey’s farm near Lexington and was 
not taken up until Tauber recently arrived here 
from New Orleans with his speedy sprinter Bring- 
hurst. These are two handy horses and tlie Louis- 
ville trainer will probably have a prosperous sea- 
son on tlie Kentucky circuit tracks with this pair 
of good racers. 

W. F. Schulte is having trained in tlie stable of W. 
Buckner two promising youngsters in tlie bay filly 
Twinkle Toes, by Jim Gaffney — Queen Eleanor, and 
Sir Welkins, a chestnut colt by Jim Gaffney — Dine- 
mook. He lias this pair well engaged in the stakes 
on the Kentucky circuit tracks and they are two 
youngsters that have so far trained well. Queen 
Eleanor, the dam of Twinkle Toes, is by The Elec- 
tor — Queen Lute, the dam of King Olympian. Sir 
/Welkins’ dam. Dinemock, is a daughter of Ham- 
mock. a son of Hanover. 

Buckner 1ms three other quite promising two- 
year-old fillies in his charge. One. a bay named 
Sophia Gatewood, is a sister to Wilhite; another 
is Duchess of Lizwell, a chestnut filly that is a 
sister to Infidel The other is a bay filly by 
Neakin — Bagshot, which has been named Fancy 
Shot. 

The only old horses lie lias in charge are J. B. 
Naylor. Flossie Walker anil Brave, the latter lieing 
the only horse in training at present that is owned 
by W. G. Yanke. Hi? has been turned out all 
winter and was only recently taken up anil placed 
in training. Buckner wintered his stable at 
Churchill Downs ami lias been in the barn he now 
occupies there with liis string since last fall. 

Reports from Lexington speak exceedingly well of 
tlie spring training of the two three-year-olds 
Kinney anil Jack O’Dowd, in the stable of T. P. 
Iluyes. both of which are candidates for the Ken- 
tucky Derby. Kinney belongs entirely to Hayes, 
hut Jack O’Dowd is owned by P. J. Millett, the 
Bourbon County turfman, whose horses are always 
trained by Hayes. According to those reports both 
these three-year-olds show high development from 
lust year anil have gone through tlie long winter 
without ti.e slightest of sickness or even minor mis- 
haps in tlioir training. They are. as a consequence, 
forward in condition and an* expected by their 
trainer to both be starters in the coming Derby. 

Then* are nineteen horses in training in the rac- 
ing stable of John W. Schorr now quartered at 
Dougins Park. Thirteen of these are tliree-ycnr- 
ohls anil over, one of which, Dick Williams, is an 
eligible to tin* Kentucky Derby and that gelding, 
as well as Ellison, another three-year-old, is en- 
gaged in tlie Latonia Derby. Tlie six two-year- 
olds in tin* string embrace liis winter winner, tlie 
filly Gretehen It., anil the following five youngsters, 
all of which, witli but one exception, are colts: 

Frank Coleman, b. e. by Peep o’Day — M.v Gyps. 

Geo. C. Love, li. c, by I’eep o’Day— Evaline. 

Harry Kelly, eh. c, by Ultimus— Woodland. 

Pen Itnd. b. c, by Helmet — Gunwad. 

Lady Bennett, b. f, by Ormondale — Arthesia. 

Of these Harry Kelly was bred by Mr. Schorr, 
while Geo. C. Love and Frank Coleman were se- 
cured by him when weanlings from their breeder, 
J. S. Barbee. He bought Pen Rod from E. It. 
Bradley and Lady Bennett from George C. Bennett, 
in whose name tlie latter is engaged in several 
stakes on the Kentucky circuit tracks. 

Schorr 1 ms in the last few days turned down an 
offer of $10,000 for his four-year-old Ed Crump, 
the tender lieing made by H. Perkins, tiie trainer 
who recently purchased Dr. Larrick anil Bob Hen- 
sley from E. O. Elkin. These two horses have now 
arrived here and are quartered at Douglas Park. 
The man Perkins is training for is a new addition 
to the turf and is credited with the desire to secure 
a high -class racing stable. He is a wealthy citizen 
of St. Louis and is reported to have paid $5,500 
for the two lie secured from Elkin. It is said that, 
seeing no chance to purchase a Kentucky Derby 
eligible for any moderate sum of money, he made 
the offer fur Ed Crump, believing that colt a good 
investment, and by securing him liis colors could 
be worn in tlie Kentucky Handicap this spring. 
Among tin* other older horses in the Schorr stable 
now i:i training here are David Craig. Mars Cassidy. 
Syrian. Geo. Keuscii, Lindenthal, Golderest Boy 
and lirownstom*. He also has still in training 
the three-year-old IJrizz. which lie purchased last 
year from Muse Goldhlatt. 

Quite a band of the Schorr horses will be sent 
to Ix*xington to race this spring. Harry Kelly 
is expected to carry liis colors in the Breeders’ 
Futurity. 

Horsemen that have arrived here with their 
stables from Hot Springs report that jockey I). 
Stirling, who is in the hospital there from an in- 
jury in a recent race, is in a fair way to soon en- 
tirely recover from liis injuries, hut news is not so 
cheering for jockey W. Goorley. who was injured 
in a race. It is feared now. even if tiie latter 
lives to get out of the hospital. In* will never lx* in 
a fit mental condition to rid** again. It apix*ars 
that tlie back part of liis skull was caved in by tin* 
fall, or some burse in going over him struck him in 
the lieud.

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CHAIRMAN BELMONT'S E V ^OUR AGIN G VIEW. 

New York. April 10. — August Belmont, who by 
virtue of his office as chairman of the Jockey Club 
and president of the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion. is particularly qualified to speak with au- 
thority about racing, is enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects of the coming season. 

“We are. 1 believe, entering upon a new era in 
sport in this country.” he said yesterday, “and 
those of us who are fond of racing look to the future 
witli every degree of confidence. The turf has made 
a host of new friends who will play an important 
part in the development of the sport. The purchase 
of so many highly-bred English and French horses 
will insure stronger competition. Entries every- 
where for stake events show a gratifying increase 
over last year, and we shall now have a chance of 
testing the merits of our horses with those of for- 
eign countries whose opportunities to breed high- 
class thoroughbreds have been greater than ours. 

“The presence of upward of over 200 of these 
animals in this country is going to mean much to 
the future of the thoroughbred, especially in its 
relation to the breeding industry. The production 
of good horses has always been more or less of an 
obligation on the breeders of the United States, but 
in the light of what is transpiring in Mexico, where 
1 note our cavalry is suffering because of a lack 
of horses that are capable of negotiating the rugged 
country, it becomes an imperative duty. 

“We are all greatly impressed,” continued Mr. 
Belmont, “by the testimonial given racing as it is 
conducted in this state by Governor Whitman, who, 
in reply to the recent query of Mr. Stone of Balti- 
more said that the Hughes legislation had accom- 
plished all that could be done to prevent race track 
iictting, and tlint the people of New York state did 
not believe that it had been a serious blow to decent 
racing. The attendance at the various tracks in the 
vicinity of New York and at Saratoga in 1915 would 
indicate that there are many thousands of our best 
citizens who are in accord with the sentiments ex- 
pressed by the governor.” 

Touching upon the part racing is playing as a 
function, Mr. Belmont said in concluding: “It was 

a matter of widespread comment last season that 
racing hud assumed a much more social aspect than 
in the former years. The meetings at Belmont Park 
and Saratoga were noteworthy in this respect, and 
visitors from abroad said that these courses were 
fairly representative of the best types of English 
racing establishments. There is no reason why they 
should not grow to rank with Goodwood and Ascot. 
At these courses luncheon parties are always a 
distinguishing feature, and racing owes much of 
its charm to the opportunities it affords for enter- 
tainment in the open, which is so much a part of 
country life in England. Americans are becoming 
more and more devoted to outdoor sports, and of 
those none appears to be securing a greater follow- 
ing than racing.” 

When the Westchester Racing Association was 
looking for a home to succeed Morris Park, the 
natural beauty of the property at Queens appealed 
to the directorate and a plant in keeping with the 
surroundings was built. Those who visited it when 
the initial meeting was held in 1905 were charmed 
with the place, which made a strong appeal to the 
lover of nature because of the number and sise of 
the magnificent trees which were a feature of the 
place. Each succeeding season has seen it grow 
in beauty and it promises to be lovelier than ever 
when the gates are opened on May 25. The trees 
and shrubs are in perfect condition. The grand- 
stand is resplendent in fresh paint, while the club- 
house has been completely renovated and newly 
d.'corated. 

In order to be ready for the increased patronage 
which is confidently looked for, special attention 
has been given to the kitchens. Additional ranges, 
steam tables and other accessories that go to make 
up uu efficient catering plant has been installed, 
mid Harry if. Stevens, who has made an enviable 
reputation at Saratoga, where he has had the priv- 
ileges for a number of years, promises to give a 
service that will be in keeping with the other feat- 
ures of Belmont Park. In the general improve- 
ments that have been under way for some time 
the comfort of the horses that furnish the sport 
has not been overlooked. Superintendent Pel* has 
kept tlie stabling up to the highest standard, and 
there are at present several hundred head of horses 
in active preparation for the opening of the season 
now so near at hand. 



CONFLICTING INTERESTS IN CANADA. 



It is not to be reasonably expected that, having 
framed a schedule for the coming season, witli the 
desirability of avoiding conflicting dates as a domi- 
nating influence, the Canadian Racing Associations 
will agree to an alteration that will enable the Dor- 
val Jockey Club to race with their sanction on a 
day when there is also racing at Woodbine. Nor is 
it reasonable to expect that the Woodbine people 
would agree to such a change. It has, however, 
been proposed by Dorval, and it is announced that 
the change has been definitely decided upon by the 
Montreal club. This action is possibly an outcome 
of the reported alliance between the numerous in- 
dependent and half-mile tracks in that neighborhood 
and Dorval, though Delorimier Park has already 
claimed May 27 as one of its racing dates, Montreal 
has so many of these institutions, and they are in 
the hands of so many promoters who have no real 
interest in the turf, in sport, or in Canada, except 
to exploit the possibilities of the Canadian public, 
that it will not be surprising if they eventually kill 
their own game. 

An Ottawa special to the Globe says that the 
Connaught Park Jockey Club directors, whose prop- 
erty is situated on the Quebec side of the Ottawa 
river, were approached on behalf of tlie project for 
a combination of the Montreal tracks, other than 
Blue Bonnets, witli which went the story that there 
was assurance of a provincial commission to control 
racing in Quebec. The Toronto half-mile tracks 
were to lie left out of consideration and would have 
to race, if they wanted clear time, on whatever 
dates were not taken by the eastern tracks. Ottawa 
sentiment, however, is positively against any af- 
filiation with or encouragement of the “bull-ring” 
tracks and syndicate rings that have done so much 
to bring racing into disrepute in Montreal. Con- 
naught Park could gain nothing by entering such 
company, but would lose the support of tlie most 
desirable of the local element. It aims to be in the 
first class, and to get as far away as possible from 
the second- raters. Its program this year is de- 
signed for tlie encouragement of good horses, not for 
the five- furlong kind that constitutes the material 
of the half-inilers. And it is meant for a perma- 
nent institution, having nothing in common witli 
tlie mushroom enterprises and vagrant promoters 
that afflict the sport in Montreal. — Francis Nelson 
in Toronto Globe. 

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Concerning the desperate fighting north of Ver- 
dun Sunday in which the French claim the Germans 
lost approximately 75.000 men. a London dispatch 
of yesterday says: Without a moment’s lull in the 
fier»-e fighting northwest of Verdun, the Germans 
have followed up their advance at Betliincourt with 
heavy drives against the French wings, five miles 
apart. The struggle is now becoming more furious 
than any waged on the west bank of the Meuse 
sines* the German offensive against Verdun began. 
The losses on both sides in the last thirty -six hours 
have been appalling. The Germans are attempting 
to duplicate their victory at Betliincourt on a 
larger scale. Using the famous “nut cracker” 
tactics that squeezed the French out of Betliincourt, 
the Germans have planned to crush the five-mile 
French front and force the evacuation of all the 
strong outer fortifications of Verdun on tlie north- 
west. The right jaw of the German “nut cracker” 
burst in upon the French line northeast of Avocourt 
wood with u powerful assault that carried the Ger- 
mans into advanced French positions. The French ral- 
lied and drove the enemy out in a dashing counter 
charge. The left jaw thrust against the French 
line between Dead Man’ Hill and Cumieres village 
with the greatest violence, but was driven back 
with heuvy losses. Emerging from the protection 
of Cumieres wood, the Germans were caught under 
a withering fire and halted before they reached 
the French trenches. The battle spread to the whole 
five-mile line Sunday afternoon, but a lull is be- 
lieved to be impending. The Germans must pause, 
it is believed here, while they redistribute their 
infantry and artillery for a violent campaign to 
squeeze the French out of Dead Man’s Hill, 304 and 
adjoining ridges. 

There were 100,021,790 barrels of crude petroleum 
held in February. 1916, as against 09,323,242 held 
in February, 1915, and the production of gaso- 
line increased from 70,063,537 gallons in January, 
1915, to 97,050,217 gallons in December. These 
startling figures contradicting reports of a de- 



creased supply of petroleum were sent to the 
senate yesterday by the federal trade commission 
in a report of its soaring prices. Another feature 
of the preliminary reiiort was the wide variance 
shown iu gasoline price increase, as compared with 
tlie rise in crude oil. Gasoline rose 4.88 cents a 
gallon in 1915 for middle west refineries and 5.50 
for eastern while crude oil was advancing only 
1.17 and 1.55 respectively for the same sections. 
Fifteen per cent of the total production of gaso- 
line, the report said, is exported. The commission 
will conduct the remainder of its investigation in 
connection with the department of justice, it an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon. A second report will 
include: Capitalization, dividends and prices of 

oil companies’ stocks to “aid in judging whether 
high prices have been necessary to maintain a 
normal rate of profit.” Its decision as to whether 
there lias been stifling of competition or discrimina- 
tion: The “exact relation between the several 

companies into which the Standard Oil Company 
was resolved” In 1911. 

The official French statement of late yesterday 
afternoon says: West of the River Meuse bombard- 
ments continued violently last night. It was par- 
ticularly directed against hill No. 304. The attack 
delivered by the enemy yesterday evening against 
Le Morte Homme (Dead Man’s Hill) and which 
was, generally speaking, repulsed, with important 
losses to our adversaries, made it possible for the 
Germans to penetrate our advanced trench at No. 
295 along a front of about 500 yards. We took about 
100 prisoners. East of the Meuse there was very 
spirited fighting last night in the little wood of 
Fontaine St. Martin, east of Bacherauville. We 
have made progress in the communicating trenches 
of the enemy south of the village of Douaumont. 
In the Woevre district there has been bombardment 
of the villages in the foothills of the Meuse heights. 
It lias been confirmed that the day of April 9 
in the region of Verdun was marked by the first 
general offensive movement in which the forces of 
the enemy attacked over a front of more than 
twenty kilometers (thirteen miles). Our adversar- 
ies, who have not achieved any result commensur- 
ate to their effort, suffered losses, the extent of 
which are evidenced by the bodies piled up in front 
of our lines. 

German submarines were unusually active during 
the last twenty-four hours, seven British ships, 
including one liner, and a Danish steamer, being 
sent to the bottom. A German submarine was 
sunk by the Russians. The liner was the Eastern 
City belonging to the St. Just Steamship Company. 
It sailed from New York on February 29, for St. 
Nazaire. The vessel was 393 feet long and had a 
fifty-two-foot beam. It was built in 1913. The 
victims of the sea warfare are: Eastern City 

(British), steamer of 4,342 tons; Silksworth Hall 
(British), 4,777 tons, sunk, three missing; The 
Glenalmond (British), 2,888 tons, sunk; The Yonne 
(British), 4,039 tons, sunk without warning; Avon 
(British), 070 tons, sunk; Adampson (British), 
2,304 tons, sunk; Asger Ilyg (Danish), 1,101 tons, 
reported torpedoed and helpless off the Isle of 
Wight; Zafra (British), 3,578 tons, owned by 
English and American Shipping Company; U-boat 
(German), reported rammed and sunk by a Russian 
torpedo lioat destroyer in the Black sea. 

Optimism regarding the early capture of Fran- 
cisco Villa pervaded official circles at Washington 
yesterday, despite the fact that nearly a week has 
passed since news of the ojierations of the Ameri- 
can troops in Mexico has come to the war depart- 
ment. Many officials were of the opinion that 
important military developments may have occurred, 
and that it was impossible for the extreme ad- 
vancing columns, last reported close on Villa’s heels 
near Satevo, to communicate with their field base. 
The latest report from General Fnnston saying that 
an adequate quantity of commissary stores and 
gasoline had reached Casas Grandes convinced ad- 
miistration officials that the general problem of 
provisioning the troops lias been relieved. Secre- 
tary Baker refused to comment on the suggestion 
that the dispatch indicated the “commercial” use 
of the Meixiean Northwestern roilroad was work- 
ing out to the satisfaction of the United States 
authorities. 

Preparations are being made at the New York 
navy yard for the arrival of the largest and most 
IKiwerful fleet of warships ever assembled at the 
yard. The fleet, which is expected there within 
a week, will include a battleship squadron, several 
destroyers, seven submarines and seven tenders. 
The warships are to remain at the navy yard from 
two weeks to two months undergoing repairs. In 
the fleet willl be the battleships Oklahoma, Ne- 
vada, New York, Texas, Wyoming and Arkansas; 
the destroyers Cassin, Cummings, McDonough, Eric- 
son, Nicholson, Winslow, Wadsworth, Cushing 
and Burrows; the submarines G-l, G-3, G-4, K-l, 
K-2, K-5 and K-6; the auxiliaries Sonomo, On- 
taria, Yankton and Solace, and the Terror, one of 
the old monitors. Two of the 12-inch guns on 
the Arkansas are said to have been damaged in 
target practice and will be either repaired or re- 
placed. 

Eliseo Arredondo, ambassador designate of the de 
facto government of Mexico, yesterday received a 
telegram from Mexico City advising him that 
official notice has been given by his government 
that no further contracts will be made with foreign 
firms for arms and ammunition, in view of the 
fact that the recently -established national works 
are now capable of supplying the entire demand of 
the government. The telegram contained the an- 
nouncement that traffic between Mexico City and 
Vera Cruz over the Interoceanic railway will soon 
be resumed for the handling of passengers and 
freight. Instructions have been issued, the message 
said, to all governors of states and military com- 
manders, directing them to refrain from interfering 
in any manner with civil courts iu order that com- 
plete independence between the judicial and the 
executive powers may be effective. 

The total residue receipts, which are the net re- 
ceipts of the Chicago Surface Lines after the cost 
of operation has been deducted, were $1,427,307.74 
less in the year just closed than in the previous 
year. This fact was revealed yesterday in the re- 
port to city comptroller Pike of M. and L. W. Scud- 
der, certified New York public accountants. The 
city’s 55 per cent of the net earnings under the 
traction ordinances was $1,604,424.01. This amount 
was paid yesterday in two checks, one of $1,116,744 
from the Chicago Railways company, signed by John 
E. Wilkie, vice-president, and the other for $547,- 
680.01, from the Chicago City Railway company, 
signed by F. D. Hoffman, treasurer of the company. 

The sinking of three more British steamships was 
reported yesterday. All of them were unurmed. 
Lloyds’ announces the sinking of the Silksworth 
Hall, 4,777 tons, the Glenalmond, 2,888 tons and the 
Zafra. 3,578 tons. The captain and thirty men from 
the Silksworth Hall have been landed. Three men 
are missing. The crew of the Glenalmond was 
saved. A Reuter dispatch from Malata tells of the 
sinking of the Yonne, formerly the Kustalia, 4,039 
tons, which was sunk without warning. The crew 
was rescued. 

A cabinet crisis in Sweden is threatened. The 
socialist and liberal parties, wtiich constitute a ma- 
jority in the second chamber, are determined to 
oppose the government bill regulating war trade, 
despite the threat of Premier Uammurskjold that 
he will resign if the bill is not passed without al- 
teration or amendment. It provides that no person 
may enter into any sort of agreement with a foreign 
nation regarding goods unless the arrangement is 
first approved by the government. 

In the elections for the Spanish cortes Sunday 
the candidates supporting the government of Count 
Romanones, the present premier, led generally and 
a majority for his cabinet seems assured. The day 
passed off calmly in the large centers of population 
and disturbances were reported only from a few of 
the small districts. At Ponferrada, in the province 
of Leon, one person was killed in a brawl between 
rival parties. 

Re-enforcements and supplies for the American 
expedition continued to pour into Mexico yesterday 
from Columbus as if there was no prospect of with- 
drawal soon. Activities bent on catching Villa 
were speeded up at El Paso also in the purchasing 
and forwarding of supplies. To keep pace with the 
rapidly lengthening lines of communication, the 
wireless station at Namiquipa has been moved far- 
ther south. 

Three Chicago real estate men were appointed 
yesterday by the Chicago traction and subway com - 
mission to make a valuation of the elevated railway 
properties. The appointees are Wyllys W. Baird of 
Baird & Warner, former president of the Chicago 
Real Estate Board; William A. Bond of William A. 
Bond & Co., and Mark Levy, a member of the 
valuation committee of the Cook County Real Es- 
tate Board. 

Secretary Baker of the war department yesterday 
told Representative Olney of Massachusetts lie 
expected to ask congress for money to maintain 
citizen- soldier summer training camps. Reprcsenta- ;
